dency to pay lowest possible rent 
even. though this procures only 
the use of a few square feet on a 
crowded flour.

The outstanding lesson learnt 
from the, Society's work during 
the past foursiears is that there 
{s prevalent in this Colony a de- 
gree of poverty which it is almost 
impossible for well-to-do persons 
to comprehend. We can hardly 
realize what it must mean to try- 
to live on under $4.00 a month, 

It 1s against this acute poverty 
that the Soclety.is fighting. It 
does not relléve parents of those 
responsibilities which they can 
meet with their own means, but 
its almls that mo child should, 
through the poverty of its parents, 
lack sufficient food or go uncared, 
for in illness. , 

‘The ‘attempt to achieve tnus aim 
cost’ the. Society last year $15,570:- 
00 in direct relief work, medical 
supplies and, nursing expenses, 
and $5,700 for the cost of main- 
tenance of three offices “and the 
salaries of the three Inspectors in 
charge of branches, < 

A CONSERVATIVE POLICY 
. At tne end of our-previous year, 
we nad a ceficit of over $4,200.00 
on that year’s working. 

. During the. year:which, has just 
ended our ‘expenditure increased 
by, over $3,000 but. fortunately..our 
revenue. increased by $7,000 so 
that we have only a. deficit’ or 
. $295,00 on the year’s working. 

We: may perhaps congratulate 
ourselves that during ‘a year of 
financial Btringency we have so 
nearly succeeded in making both 
ends meet; but -we must remem- 
ber that this result has been ac- 
Kieyed by the. adoption of a. very 
conservative policy, and it ts re-.
